Paul VI will stop at Teh ran, Sa­ 
moa Jakarta, Hong Kong and 
Colombo on h is trip nex t month 
to th e Ph ilippines and Australia, 
th e Vatican announced today .

things everyone knows, Roberts 
is getting ready to impose his 
“ interpretation,” though without 
shifting out of a factual mode. 
lie reaches 
back 
to t h e 
murder of the four girls: “The 
murder of those four girls bi 
1963 helped 
shock tile nation 
into 
realising 
that 
blacks 
historically had been the vic­ 
tims 
of 
almost 
continuous 
violence. Seven years later the 
blacks were fighting back, and 
Angela Davis was with them.”

Dear Mr. & Mrs. T.: Your 
complaint is a frequent one, and 
is based on a lack of under­ 
standing of the complexity 
of 
the diagnosis and prognosis of 
an illness. 
The diagnosis of a disease is 
the science and art of identify­ 
ing it by tile signs and symp­ 
toms a patient shows. 
Many illnesses have similar 
signs 
and 
symptoms. 
Conse­ 
quently, the doctor must use the 
process of ruling out conditions, 
and make what is called a “dif­ 
ferential diagnosis*’ in order to 
pinpoint the exact illness. 
The art of prognosis is to be 
able to predict the course of 
a disease and its final outcome. 
So many factors enter into the 
prognosis of an Illness that it 
is often 
impossible, 
and 
fre­ 
quently foolhardy, for a doctor 
to prophesy the duration of an 
illness. 
Some people rebound 
more 
rapidly from an injury or illness 
than others. The young, expect­ 
edly. recover more quickly than 
the elderly. 
The emotional slate of a pa­ 
tient plays a vital part in the 
duration of, and complete re­ 
covery from, a disease. 
The course of any illness can 
vary in severity and, therefore, 
in duration. Complications, sim­ 
ple and complex, cannot be an­ 
ticipated. 
You may be imposing an un­ 
fair burden on your physician 
when you expect him to give 
you 
a 
definite 
time 
for re­ 
covery. 
I arn sure that your doctor, 
like all others, gives you a gen­ 
eral idea of the expected dura­ 
tion of an illness, and varies 
that prognosis as recovery pro­ 
gresses. 


What tests are performed be 
fore surgery to be sure a pa­ 
tient la not a bleeder? 
Mrs. B. B., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. Ii.: The safety pre­ 
cautions and standards set down 
by the American College of Sur­ 
geons 
demand 
that 
complete 
blood studies be performed be 
fore all types of minor and ma­ 
jor surgery. 
When there is any suspicion 
of a patient’* tendency to bleed 
abnormally, special 
tests are 
performed. 
Time 
tests 
for 


coagulation, bleeding and clot­ 
ting, and many other micro­ 
scopic studies, can uncover an 
unusual bleeding tendency, and 
rectify it before surgery. 
Questions like yours are very 
reasonable, and should be asked 
by all patients to alleviate their 
fears 
and 
anxieties 
before 
surgery.
